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What's Changed - At a Glance

» We Listened

* Morethan 100 comments received.
e Mostopposed the initial preferred alternative.

 Concerns focused on one-lane traffic/traffic signals.

e Petition signed by more than 400 people.

» What’s Changed

* Two lanes of traffic are maintained.

* Nosignals are added.

 Shoulders are slightly narrower than existing.
 Metal bridge railing is added.

» Bridge Improvements

 Deteriorated bottom chords, stringers,
and gusset plates being replaced.

 Abutment deterioration being repaired.

e Substantial scour protection being added.

* Bridge railing is safer than existing.

» Next Steps

* Final design and NEPA document are underway.
 Contractto be awarded in early 2025.

e Construction to begin by spring 2025.

* Full bridge closure expected 8 to 16 months.
